BABSON’S BUSINESS & FINANCIAL FORECAST FOR ‘85 


By Babson’s Reports Inc., Wellesley Hills, Mass., December 
27, 1984. A year ago the American economy was running under a 
full head of steam. After only a mild upturn during the winter 
months of 1983, the business tempo suddenly quickened 
dramatically in the spring and remained much stronger than ex- 
pected through year’s end. The vigor and tenacity of the 
economic revival was such that one of the major points of con- 
cern was that the economy would overheat and pave the way for 
a new wave of inflation and other devastating problems. 

It. was against that backdrop that the staff of Babson's 
Reports predicted a period of further economic growth for 1984, 
albeit one less spectacular than was the case in 1983, As 1984 un- 
folded it seemed as though there would be no stopping the 
onrush of business, with the year's first two quarters continuing 
to display vigor and stamina on the economic front. While this 
development served to exacerbate anxieties over the possibility 
of an overheated economy, the high rate of manufacturing 
capacity utilization and brisk consumer and business demand 
for goods and services thankfully did not translate into renewed 
inflation and a straining of credit. 


RECESSION FEARS EMERGE 

When the long awaited cooling down of the pace of the 
economic recovery/expansion did occur, however, the letdown 
was both abrupt and pronounced. Midway in 1984 the rate of 
business advance suddenly slowed to a crawl. The marked con- 
trast of an economy catapulting ahead earlier to one which seem- 
ed lacking in vitality caused a shift in the focal point of national 
concern from the possibiilty of fresh inflationary pressures to 
the new threat of what might develop into another period of 
recession. Throughout the second half of the year now drawing 
to aclose, the Babson staff steadfastly maintained that the slow- 
down was a necessary correction period — not a prelude to a 
recession. After all, five of the eight calendar quarters of 1983 
and 1984 were marked by superb economic growth, at rates far 
above the nation's historical long term economic growth achieve- 
ment, and hence the breathing spell was a natural development. 
Nonetheless, it was disconcerting that the widely watched index 
of leading economic indicators suffered a downturn of sufficient 
duration to constitute at least one warning signal that an 
economic recession may be in the offing.

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Grayling Middle School Faces 
State Fire Marshall Inspection

What happens now after voters rejected both renovation 
and new middle school proposals in the December 18th elec- 
tion? 

One important item on the horizon for the middle 
school issue is an official state fire marshall inspection 
scheduled for January. Crawford AuSable Superintendent 
Kent Reynolds said the fire marshall’s office will identify any 
specific violations and direct that those violations be correct- 
ed within a certain time. 

Reynolds said it is unlikely they will order the building 
closed but the school district doesn’t have the money for ex- 
pensive corrected action so a difficuit situation could be 
created. 

The condition of the boiler at the middle school also is im- 
portant. 

“The boiler is on its last leg. It has been recently welded 
and is leaking again,’’ Reynolds said. ‘‘If the boiler fails, we 
will have to find alternate housing for the students.” 

School officials are working on a plan for alternate 
housing and have ruled out split shifts - a measure used one 
year in Grayling before the new high schoo! was built. School 
administrators figure the extra bus runs required for split 
shifts would cost $250,000 and the school district’s old bus 
fleet would not withstand the extra miles. 

The school board will meet January 14 at the high school 
for their regular monthly meeting.

County Escapes from Deficit

Crawford County Commissioners are considering dip- 
ping Into a delinquent tax revoiving fund to escape from 
@ $100,000 deficit accumulated during 1983 and 1984. 

After erasing the deficit, commissioners are 
proposing several cuts in the 1985 budget to keep out of 
the red. 

The delinquent tax revotving fund Is an account used 
to try to achieve 100 percent tax collection in the year 
taxes are spread. 


With 100 percent tax collection In one year, the coun- 


«ty, city, townships, Crawford AuSable Schoo! District, 


Gerrish-Higgins School District, Kirttand Community Col- 
lege, and C.0.0.R. intermediate Schoo! District don't have 
to wait three years for taxes to trickie In. This also saves 
the county a lot of paperwork.

money against delinquent taxes to have 100 percent tax — 
collection In one year. Tne county has been able to pay 
back the loans later as the delinquent taxes come In and 
still make money through interest earned off delinquent 
taxes. 

The county has been putting this extra money made 
from the Interest Into a delinquent tax revolving fund to 
eventually stop the need for borrowing. County treasurer 
joe Wakeley estimates in another three to four years the 
fund will have grown enough to stop the need for 
borrowing. 

Wakeley sald dipping into the fund once won't 
jeopardize It but If it becomes a practice, the county 
could get into trouble. 

Anytime the county borrows against delinquent 
taxes, the county has to come up with the bond payment 
or the money automatically is taken out of the general 
fund. 

The commissioners plan to take about $100,000 from 
the delinquent tax revolving fund to batance a $100,000 
deficit expected at the end of 1984. 

Once back to even ground, the commissioners are 
planning a lot of cuts in the 1985 budget to stay out of 
deficit. 

The largest cuts are In the pubilc safety department 
where commissioners propose not buying any new 
sheriff department cars and not replacing 2 sheriff 
deputy who left In December. 

Overall, cuts In the sheriff department amount to 
about $70,000 from projected 1984 costs. 

Other cuts Include $8,170 from the county planning 
commission, $8000 from corporate counsel service, 
$7,100 in the county board of commissioners budget, 
$5000 from the airport, $4,500 from youth services, 
$4,400 from data processing, $2,750 from economic 
development, and $1600 from the reserve deputy pro- 
gram. 

The total 1985 proposed county revenues and expen- 
ditures balance at $2,132,000 — up only two-tenths of 
one percent from 1984's projected expenditures of 
$2,126,000. 

The biggest increase in expenditures expected for 
1985 Is In fringe benefits for county employees. The total 
for fringe benefits is estimated to cost a quarter of a 
mittion dotlars in 1985. 

Fringe benefits cost $185,106 In 1983, $214,250 In 
1984, and will probably be around $250,400 for 1985. 

Hospitalization insurance rose the most, up to an ex- 
pected $108,655 for 1985 from about $88,000 for 1984. 

Other expected fringe benefit costs for 1985 are 
$71,250 for F.I.C.A. or social security, $39,000 for retire- 
ment, $10,500 for M.E.S.C., $10,770 for longevity, $2,950 
for eye and denta! insurance, $2,275 for ilfe insurance, 
and $5,000 for severance.

Is Santa a god to some 
people? 

Now who do atheists, in- 
fidels and agnostics spend 
all their time attacking 
Jesus Christ and not Santa 
Claus? He is a religious 
figure. His work involves 
miracles, He causes them to

Prior to 1850, most in- 
dividual logging companies 
handled their own logs on the 
spring river drive. Each 
crew was trying to take ad- 
vantage of the water avail- 
able. The confusion and con- 
frontations among the crews 
were the basis of brawls 
which didn’t end on the 
drive. The lumbermen using 
the Muskegon found a 
solution to the problem by 
organizing a mutual drive 
with the river men being 
gathered from the crews of 
the operators wishing to take 
part in the drive. 

One problem still needed a 
solution; that being how to 
sort the logs once the river’s 
end was reached. Each log 
was destined for a particular 
mill, but there were thou- 
sands of logs. The sorting at 
this point in time was in the 
hands of the mill owners. In 
1855, the State Legislature 
passed an Act.to allow the 
formation of companies for 
running, driving, booming 
and rafting logs, timber and 
lumber, and for regulating 
the flotage thereof. Under 
this law, the various boom 
companies were formed with 
the first, as far as I know, 
being the Muskegon Lum- 
bermah’s Association. In 
1860, the sorting gap was in- 
troduced into the booming 
(sorting by marks) opera- 
tions. That the log marks 
and the methods needed for 
sorting the logs were ef- 
ficient may be evidenced by 
the fact that on the Tittaba- 
wassee 2 total of one billion, 
seven hundred million board 
feet of logs were rafted to the 
mills of Saginaw between 
1856 and 1864.

Babson’s 1985 
Forecast 


(Continued from Page 1) 


1985 — SLOW GROWTH, NO RECESSION 

Six months of listless business have dampened public senti- 
ment considerably. Hence, anxieties that an economic recession 
may be lurking nearby cannot be summarily dismissed. There 
are, in addition, some major problems confronting the nation 
which if not brought to heel could ultimately produce harmful 
economic and monetary consequences, Among these are the out- 
sized federal budget deficit, the overwhelmingly adverse balance 
of foreign trade, the lingering plight of the farm sector and some 
of the once indispensable “smoke stack" industries and the 
regions where they are situated, and the uncertainties of what 
changes will be wrought by the federal income tax ‘‘simplifica- 
tion” effort and the moves to cut the budget deficit. 

However, Babson's Reports forecasts that 1985 will not suf- 
fer an economic recession. The drastic slowing of the pace of the 
economy's uptrend during the second half of 1984 was a wel- 
comed pause, one needed to keep inflationary pressures at bay. 
In addition to serving as a relief value with respect to inflation, 
the slowdown also paved the way for a subsidence of high-level 
interest rates and facilitated the transition of monetary policy 
from anti-inflation restraint to an approach which can more 
readily accommodate the credit-easing moves needed to fend off 
the threat of a recession. The resultant downturn in interest 
rates of recent months should bolster public confidence, shore up 
the erosion in the pace of consumer spending, and bolster 
residential building sufficiently to forestall the onset of an 
economic recession. Thus, the staff of Babson’s Reports looks 
forward to a year of slow but steady economic growth in 1985. 


THE ECONOMY REMAINS FUNDAMENTALLY SOUND 

Recent months’ faltering business notwithstanding, the 
American economy remains more solid than is generally per- 
ceived. Even though public sentiment is not ag ebullient as it had 
been when the economic recovery was burgeoning, there is no 
widespread sense of pessimism. Nor should there be, since the 
trend of economic activity is still upward and employment and 
income conditions remain generally favorable. Moreover, the 
economy has not developed the major excesses which in the past 
have toppled advancing phases of the business cycle. This time, 
consumers became more selective in their spending once pent-up 
needs were satiated. In response to softening consumer demand, 
businessmen moved quickly to trim orders, thus averting a 
serious case of inventory indigestion in most instances. In the 
housing sector, high interest rates in recent years served as a 
deterrent to widespread speculative building. In addition, during 
this economic recovery/expansion, businessmen have focused 
capital expenditures upon productivity enhancing equipment 
and systems, and there has been no let-up in the vital task of 
keeping a close watch on costs. With the economy on firm 
ground, therefore, we look for further growth at a moderate rate 
well into, and likely through, 1985. 


GROSS NATIONAL PRODUCT 

Although the staff of Babson’s Reports does not expect 
1985’s economic vitality to rival the consistently high rates of 
increases which were prevalent from the second 1983 quarter 
through mid-1984, it is anticipated that the pace of business 
during the year ahead can be somewhat better than that of the 
second half of 1984. The nation's real gross national product 
(GNP in 1972 dollars) should trend upward at a pace somewhat 
above the average long-term growth rate of the American 
economy. The rate of quarter-to-quarter increases will probably 
average around 4%, well below the estimated average increment 
somewhere between 5% and 6% — but the important thing is 
that the underlying trend will be upward. Thus, the real GNP’s 
average reading for the four 1985 quarters should be a shade 
above the 3% mark compared with that of 1984, again well below 
the estimated 6% increase in 1984 versus 1983. 


INDUSTRIAL PRODUCTION 

The Federal Reserve Index of Industrial Production, 
seasonally adjusted, is also expected to chalk up moderate gains 
during 1985. While month-to-month readings are apt to show oc- 
cagional slippage (due to adverse weather conditions, labor 
disruptions, et¢.), overall the trend will be upward during the 
year ahead. 1985 should be the third consecutive year in which 
this measure of output of the nation's factories, mines, and utili- 
ties will average higher than the preceding year. Since this 
barometer represents physical volume rather than dollar value, 
the inflation factor is not an iiftuence. For 1984 the year-to-year 
increase should show a gain of about 10% over 1983. The Babson 
staff does not expect a robust advance in 1985. In all likelihood, 
a year-to-year increase of around 3% seems attainable at this 
juncture, and this is a conservatively based estimate. 


BUSINESS INVENTORIES — CAPITAL OUTLAYS 

During the forepart of 1984, strong sales kept business in- 
ventories extremely low. However, the subsequent business 
slowdown caused some involuntary buildup of inventories. But 
quick moves to slash orders forestulled iarge-scale inventory 
pile-up. Expectations of only moderate economic growth in 1985 
are expected to prompt businessmen to keep inventories on the 
lean side. 

Business capital spending likewise was brisk early in 1984, 
but moderated in response to the subsidence of economic vigor. 
With industrial productive facilities at a high rate of utilization, 
capital expenditures in 1985 will again provide good support for 
the economy, though outlays — ex inflation — will be down from 
1984. 


BUILDING AND CONSTRUCTION 

New nonfarm housing starts held at a high level early in 
1984, but eased somewhat thereafter. Nevertheless, for the year 
as a whole, home building approximated the 1,7 million units 
started in 1983. The Babson staff forecasts a downward shading 
in new housing starts in 1985, to around the 1.6-million-unit 
mark. The need for housing is still strong, and the downturn in 
interest rates should be helpful in keeping residential building in 
a high range by historical standards. However, high rates of of- 
fice and industrial vacancies are potential restraints on the ad- 
vance in commercial and industrial construction, although 
some gains are expected, overall, in the coming year versts 1984. 


EMPLOYMENT — PERSONAL INCOME 

The diminution of growth impetus in the final two quarters 
of 1984 curbed gains in employment and personal income. None- 
theless, the overall trend in both instances was upward — to 
fresh peaks — during 1984. However, the heartening downward 
trek of the employment rate during the period of buoyant 
economic activity stalled during the lull in business. Resumption 
of the economic expansion in 1985, even at the moderate tempo 
we anticipate, will result in fresh gains in employment and per- 
sonal income, but material betterment in the jobless rate will be 
hard to achieve and 1985 will likely average 7.7% versus 7.6% in 
1984, 


CONSUMER AND GOVERNMENT SPENDING 

One of the principal causes of the drastic slowing of the 
economy's growth rate after mid-1984 was the tightening of con- 
sumers’ purse-string. Monthly retail trade figures during that 
period were hard put to match comparable year-ago sales. Never- 
theless, sales for the full year eclipsed 1983's sales total at retail 
outlets, Although a more moderate year-to-year gain is antici- 
pated, retail sales in 1985 should top 1984's dollar volume. Look 
for an increment of around 7%. 

Government expenditures will likely continue to contribute 
vitality to the economy in 1985 with outlays for defense again a 
mainstay. 


CORPORATE PROFITS -- DIVIDENDS 

Aiter an impressive first quarter, corporate profits after 
taxes were disappointing over the balance of the year, with the 
full gain estimated to have been well shy of the 20% mark com- 
pared with the 21.6% advance of 1983. The prospect. of increased 
tax payments in one form or another, a moderating of economic 
vitality compared with 1984 as a whole, and some narrowing of 
operating margins presage a further paring of the rate of in- 
crease in corporate profits in 1985. Babson’s estimates a gain of 
about 14% over 1984's after-tax business earnings. 

Increments in corporate dividend disbursements were not as 
widespread in 1984 as had been generally expected. However, 
the Babson staff looks for dividend rate hikes to be more 
numerous in 1985. 


MORE PRESSURE ON THE LABOR FRONT 

On the surface at least, unions suffered a setback in the 
defeat of Walter Mondale, but their influence in Congress as a 
whole has nat been greatly diminished. Unions are prepared to 
press on toward goals such as a boost in the current $3.35-an- 
hour minimum wage. That target may not be attainable in 1985, 
but another goai-to fend off legislation which would confirm ad- 
ministrative changes made within the Occupational Safety and 


_ Health Administration and other federal agencies (which labor 


leaders say undermine worker safety and welfare) - stands a bet- 
ter chance. 


As for contract negotiations in 1985: We expect that unions 
will seek wage boosts, but job security clauses and fringe bene- 
fits will be pushed too. Contract talks will entail tough bargain- 
ing in mast instances, but on the whole union leaders will be 
realistic rather than inflexible. Hence there’s a good that strikes 
entailing broad economic dislocations can be avoided. 


AHEAD FOR U.S. AGRICULTURE 

As always, the supply-demand-price balance for farm crops 
in the year ahead will reflect weather vagaries as well as 
economic developments. But, barring drought or widespread 
darnage from pests, the sizable grain gluts now in storage (at 
taxpayers’ expense) should serve to limit boosts in farm prices 
and hold down farm income as well, However, the uplift in manu- 
facturing and transportation costs will keep crop price weakness 
from spilling over into processed foods. 

The Agriculture and Food Act of 1981 - covering major 
federal farm initiatives, including government price support pro- 
grams — will expire in 1985. So once again President Reagan will 
have an opportunity to press for broad discretionary authority 
to set commodity levels and to seek substantial changes in far- 
mer-held grain reserves. Congress will resist most such Reagan 
proposals but may instead give serious attention to the plight of 
owners of mid-size farms. Farm legislation in 1985 also will 
feature new programs designed to nurture and expand laggard 
farm exports. However, such outlays will be moderated by bud- 
get constraints. Farm policy debate could be bitter and 
frustrating since a final legislative package must take into con- 
sideration tax reform and general budget limitations. Hence, 
1985 may not see much progress toward rescuing debt-ridden 
farmers, 


TAXES 

Most individual taxpayers probably will encounter no great 
change in their federal tax liability during 1985. Babson’s 
Reports forecasts that most changes enacted next year won't 
take effect until October 1, or later. Treasury Secretary Donald 
Regan’s flat tax proposal may indeed be an economist’s dream 
as far as implification and fairness are concerned, but it is flawed 
politically. Already it has aroused the ire of a number of interest 
groups. In its present form, there’s no chance of its passage by 
Congress, but eventually the President probably will send a 
modified version of it to Capitol Hill. There the discussion will 
wax long and loud, with no early decision likely. Babson's view is 
that Congress will become hopelessly entangled as it considers 


tax policy next year, and the whole question of tax reform may 


be deferred once again as Congress reverts to its time-honored 
ritual of making more ‘‘ad hoc’? amendments to a tax code 
already far too weighty, complex, and distorted. 

Meanwhile, the total tax burden of U.S. individuals and cor- 
porations will increase somewhat even if Congress makes no tax 
changes at all, State and local income and sales levies will edge 
up even though most states are now operating in the black and 
quite a few of them have sizable surpluses. State officials fear 
that slowing business during the next couple of years will make 
it necessary for them to increase their outlays and want to be in 
a position to do this. 


POLITICS ~ AT HOME AND ABROAD 

The aftermath of 1984’s Presidential election will not be a 
year of respite from political activity. The sobering size of the 
federal deficit. and the number and complexity of other pressing 
U.S. problems seem unlikely to lead to many significant non- 
partisan accords as the 99th Congress swings into action. 
With the new Senate slightly less well-disposed toward the 
White House than its predecessor and the Democratic majority 
in the House eager to burnish its somewhat damaged image, it’s 
safe to say that the 1986 congressional races have already 
begun. However, relations between Republicans and Democrats 
and among various factions in both camps will be somewhat 
more amicable than in 1984. Biggest bones of contention: Tax 
policy, spending limits, environmental matters, military aid for 
Central America, and farm problems. 

The Babson staff is hopeful that there will be no large-scale, 
fighting in the Mideast in 1985. But shaky economic and 
political conditions in Israel and the weakened position of Pres- 
ident Assad of Syria may encourage Arab militants to commit 
rash acts. At very least, the situation is difficult and lengthy. 
Meanwhile, Arab oil strategy in 1985 will be even less of a threat 
to industrialized nations than was the case in 1984. Central 
America appears to be the ‘‘hottest’’ trouble spot, but progress 
in coming U.S.-USSR arms talks may head off a Soviet-inspired 
confrontation in Nicaragua or some other nearby country, 


INFLATION — PRICES 

An important favorable aspect of the now two-year 
economic uptrek has been the containment of inflationary 
pressures. The softening of prices fer petroleum products, abuii- 
dant foreign goods, and only moderate wage hikes held inflation 
well in‘check. These factors should again keep inflationary 
pressures fairly subdued in 1986, but the further upward bias in 
economic activity will undoubtedly cause the consumer price in- 
dex to shade a bit higher, mainly in the second half, averaging in 
the 4144%-5% range compared with the estimated 4.2% rate for 
1984, Generally adequate supplies of materials will be a restrain- 
ing factor on the rise in industrial prices in 1985, but quotes will 
trend higher, reflecting wage hikes and rising overall operating 
costs. 

INTEREST RATES — MONEY & CREDIT 

The downward trek of interest rates during much of second- 
half 1984 will likely work irregularly lower in 1985. However, the 
Fed’s primary emphasis has shifted from suppressing inflation 
to fending off recession. Thus, Babson’s forecasts adequate 
money and credit supplies to sustain the moderate strength of 
the further upward progress of the ecomomy. However, the 
Treasury's hefty financing requirements will likely limit long- 
and short-term interest rate declines in the 1%-2% range relative 
to their year-end 1984 levels.

behavior during 1984 has teft investors “short on confidence and 
long on doubts" when it comes to prospects for 1985. While the 
federal budget deficit problem will be agonized over at length 
and fears of a recession may not fade away, it is Babson’s feeling 
that the negatives have been largely discounted.

Rickey Schoonmaker is a 36-year-old 
father of two in Detroit who has trouble 
making ends meet most weeks. But he’s a 
lot better off than a lot of folks, and he 
shares what he’s got with others. 

He and his wife, Grace, along with his 
children, Tammy and Rickey, and a couple 
of neighbors, have started something they 
call Operation One-on-One. 

They pick up items of clothing where they 
can and pack the items into their old car. 
Then they drive around the streets of 
Detroit until they find someone obviously in 
need, When Rickey sees someone who looks 
as if he/she would appreciate some warm 
clothes, he pulls over to the side of the 
street, 

“T tell them, ‘Hey, I have a coat for you. If 
you want it, give me the coat yeu have on,” ’ 
he recently told a reporter. 

“T’ll admit, some of them, they might take 


Implementing the recommendations of 
the Commission on the Future of Higher 
Education will take a ‘“‘statesmanlike”’ ap- 
proach to the overall provlems of higher 
education, along with strong support from 
the state colleges and the executive office, 
James K. Robinson, chairrnan of the com- 
mission said in releasing the commission’s 
report. 

Governor James Blanchard immediately 
called the report a ‘‘landmark not only to 
Michigan but probably in the rest of the 
country,” and promised it ‘‘won’t gather 
dust.” 

The two spoke at a press conference 
releasing the report, which recommends 
stablizing tuition increases, increasing 
student financial aid, creating better over- 
vall planning, cutting back on funding for 
health care training and gubernatorial ap- 
pointments of all university governing 
boards. 

While the Governor pledged to give it a 
strong push towards implementation, he 
shied away from completely endorsing all 
its provisions. 

“I'd like some time to read the report and 
see how far we can go in implementation,” 
he said, 

Robinson said the report was meant as a 
broad outline of policy proposals. He said it 
was important not to get bogged down in 
specifics but to look to the report as a frame- 
work for future action. 

The report recognizes that colleges are 
largely autonomous, but it also provides “a 
basis for interaction” with the state in plan- 
ning through the roles and missions it out- 
lines, he said. 

Robinson said he was not concerned that 
parochial concers over such issues as denial 
of state support for programs not approved 
by a state review process would doom much 
of the report. 

“The Legislature and the Governor have 

to be concerned about those interests, but 
we have to look at the big picture,” he said. 
- Although the report calls for formula 
funding, program review and budgetary 
approval, he said it does not necessarily 
mean constitutional autonomy will be 
violated. 

“These efforts are a way of getting macro 
effect to get the system on the right track. 
The constitution doesn’t say you give those 
universities a blank check,” he said. 

Robinson also said he was confident that

“This is an answer to that prayer. I know 
there’s so much I can do without taking 
from my family. So I’m going to continue to 
do what I can.”

the inclusion of many of the proposals in the 
State of the State message and the Execu- 
tive Budget, along with general support 


. from the higher education community, 


many of the proposals could be enacted. 

Both Robinson and Blanchard said public 
scrutiny of the report has failed to concen- 
trate on the economic development 
proposals it recommends. 

The report seeks a ‘‘full partnership” with 
the state and business in building economic 
development, Robinson said, through such 
things as business financed teaching chairs 
and research opportunities. 

Initial reaction to the report was 
generally favorable. 


Philip Ward, president of Glen Oaks Com- 


munity College and of the Michigan Com- 
munity College Association, said his 
organization was very pleased with the 
report, His only criticism was on proposed 
health care program cutbacks, saying those 
potential cuts should be based on a regional 
need rather than on overall state supply of 
professionals. 

The Michigan Conference of the American 
Association of University Professors issued 
a statement calling the report ‘‘a challenge 
to both the Legislature and the higher 
education institutions.” 

Glenn Stevens, executive director of the 
President’s Council of State Colleges and 
Universities, said the report had developed 
“recommendations that cut across all 
public colleges and universities uniformly.” 
Although he said it was too early for 
specifics, the report helped form higher 


' education funding priorities and policies. 


University of Michigan President Harold 
Shapiro said the report sets forth the steps 
that must be taken to preserve the excellen- 
ce in higher education in Michigan. 

Shapiro said the report also outlines “the 
vital contributions universities can and 
must make’’ to the state’s economic 
development and “created the framework 
for an improved partnership between the 
state and its colleges and universities.” 

Ed Blews, acting president of the Asso- 
ciation of Independent Colleges and Univer- 
sities of Michigan, said the report 
“recognized the value of independent 
colleges.”” He also commended the report 
for its ‘‘strong support of need-based finan- 
cial aid which allows students to pick either 
public or independent colleges.”

Resource 
Review

Snowmobile season is upon 
us with the arrival of cold 
weather enthusiasts antici- 
pated. Although the number 
of people who take part in 
this sport is down drastically 
from ten years ago, their ef- 
fect on Northern Michigan is 
still considerable. 

The snowmobile law (Act 
74 of 1968) has several pro- 
visions which speak of the 
safety of snowmobiles. .The 
most important of these pro- 
visions is also the most mis- 
understood and most widely 
disregarded. I am referring 
to the section which pro- 
hibits the operation of a 
snowmobile upon a_ public 
highway. 

A highway is defined as 
“the entire width between 
the boundary lines of every 
way publicly maintained...” 
This includes the roadway or 
main traveled pertion, the 
shoulder and the right-of- 
way. Now, with the prohibi- 
tion in place, the law allows 
some exceptions. First, a 
snowmobile ‘may be 
operated on the right-of-way, 
if it is operated on the ex- 
treme right-of-way, and with 
the flow of traffic. Second, a 
snowmobile may be 
operated on the roadway or 
shoulder when necessary to 
cross a bridge or culvert. 
(The snowmobile must be 
brought to a complete stop 
and yield to approaching 
vehicles). Third, a snowmo- 
bile may be operated across 
a public highway when going 
from one area to another. 
(Again, come to a complete 
stop and yield to all traffic). 
Finally, a county may open 


up the county road system to - 


the operation of snowmo- 
biles on the “right-of-way or 
shoulder” of the county 
roads. 

This is the misunderstood 
part. The term ‘‘county road 
system” does not include 
state trunk lines. Neither 
does “right-of-way or 
shoulder” include the road- 
way. 

Therefore, the county can- 
not permit the operation of a 
snowmobile on the right-of- 
way or shoulder of M-72 or 
M-93 or any other state high- 
way. 

Similarly, the open portion 
of County Road 612, for 
example, does not include 
the roadway itself - only the 
right-of-way and shoulder, 

At no time may a snow- 
mobile be operated within 
the right-of-way of a limited 
access highway.
